Fellowship  Debate.

1 spent  fi  days  in  the  neighborhood  of 

the  Fellowship  Baptist  church  in  Jones  coun- 
ty as  one  of  the  moderators  in  a debate  be- 
tween A.  <i,  Strain.  1’niversalist  of  Alabama, 
and  J.  J.  Porter,  Baptist,  of  Missouri.  Some 
I'niversalists  got  a foothold  in  the  com- 
munity nn<|  built  a church  in  sight  of  the 
Baptist  ehijreh.  They  have  been  the  cause 
of  constant]  friction  and  more  or  loss  had 
feeling.  Their  preacher  was  constantly 

crowing  aitnund  and  challenging  the  Bap- 

tists for  a debate,  until  it  was  at  last  con- 
sidered best  for  the  cause  of  Christ  to  accept 
the  challenge.  Their  crowing  and  braga- 
doeio  talk  heeded  to  be  stopped.  Dr.  Porter 
did  very  effective  work  in  that  direction. 

He  decidedly  outclassed  his  opponent  ns  a 
speaker,  ns  a debater,  in  education,  in  thor- 
oughness o(  preparation  on  the  Bible  teach- 
ings on  the  subjects  discussed  and  in  saying 
so  much  more  than  his  opponent  in  the  time 
allotted  him. 

Dr  Porter’s  defence  of  the  truth  was  able, 
scholarly  and  logical  while  his  opponent’s 
arguments  were  lacking  in  these  things.  I 
never  expect  to  see  a more  decisive  victory. 

The  Fniversalist  preacher  talked  loudly 
around  to  the  effect  that  he  would  mot 
enter  upon  the  debate  until  a stenographer 
was  on  hand  to  take  it  down  for  publication. 
The  stenographer  secured  was  agreed  on, 
the  publication  of  the  debate  in  book  form 
was  also  agreed  upon,  hut  on  the  third  day 
when  if  wag  evident  which  way  things  were 
going,  he  instructed  the  committee  from  his 
church  not  to  sign  the  agreement  to  publish 
the  debate,  The  Baptist  committee  then 
announced  that  they  would  see  to  it  that 
the  book  is  published.

Note  3rd.  The  State  of  His  Soul  in  This 
Awful  Hour. 

As  we  enter  ii|s>n  the  discussion  of  this 
pnrt  of  onr  subject  we  proceed  with  hesita- 
tion. pausing  time  and  again,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  a soifi  writing  under  the  awful  pres- 
sure of  indescribable  horror.  The  sacred 
precincts  of  the  soul  of  the  supreme  sufferer, 
it  were  sacrilege  to  attempt  to  enter.  And 
yet  there  are  Hashes  of  light,  gleaming 
Torth  from  the  unfathomable  depths  of  this 
yorm-tossed  suppliant  through  which  tye 
catch  some  traces  of  the  feelings  and  expe- 
riences of  his  whole  being  moving  within 
the  circle  of  the  appalling  mystery.  The 
few  fragmentary  statements  given  ns  by 
the  sacred  writers,  form  a penumbra,  lying 
upon  the  faiee  of  this  divine  mystery.  These 
we  may  inspect  and  from  them  gather  a pa- 
thetic vision  of  that  fearful  eclipse  of  the 
Son  of  Righteousness,  the  glory  of  Israel, 
and  the  light  of  the  gentiles. 

It  is  manifest  that  the  awful  anguish  came 
u jam  himJ  in  ever-ineroaaing  volume.  He 
began  to  be  grieved  anil  sore  distressed. 
This  horrible  experience  of  grief,  anguish 
and  amazement  had  their  beginning  after 
he  passed  into  the  ganten.  This  “grief  be- 
yond ■ytterance,  a struggle  beyond  endur- 


ance. a horror  of  great  darkness,”  added 
a new  chapter  to  the  ever-increasing  history 
of  his  inner  and  outer  life.  The  pangs  of 
that  awful  hour  tax  his  soul  beyond  endnr- 
mice,  and  wring  from  his  lips  the  piercing 
erv  “My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful  even 
unto  death.”  He  is  now  sinking  into  the 
abysmal  depths  of  despair,  beyond  all  he 
hail  felt,  or  known,  or  even  imagined  before. 

1 Mark  tells  ns  he  liegan  to  be  amazed 
and  sore  distressed.  The  ground  of  this 

amazement  . must  of  lus  want  ot 

knowledge  of  what  this  hour  was  bringing 
into  his  life.  The  humiliation  of  our  l/.rd 
involved  a surrender  of  the  exercise  of  di 
vine  * prerogatives,  and  girted  him  about 
with  limitations  which  his  assumption  of 
hnman  nature  imposed.  The  supreme  law 
of  his  being  was  to  do  the  will  of  the 
Father,  which  was  disclosed  to  him  in  ever 
enlarging  forms.  When  he  lay  in  the  mnn- 
ger.  he  did  not  have  written  in  his  mind  a 
chart  of  his  whole  life  as  it  was  to  he 
wrought  out  in  those  years  intervening  be- 
tween Bethlehem  ami  (Jolgotha  but  he  dil 
possess  a soul  responsive  in  its  nature  to  the 
unfolding  purpose  of  the  Father.  Whatever 
of  intuitive  knowledge  he  possessed  in 
those  growing  years  of  childhood,  or  the 
ipiiel  years  of  young  manhood,  bore  the 
human  stamp.  His  intuitions  were  hum  tit 
intuitions.  In  him  -the  word  had  become 
llesli  and  pitched  his  tent  in  the  circle  of 
humanity.  It  was  his  lot  to  learn  obed- 
ience by  the  things  which  lie  suffered.  This 
shock  of  amazement,  which  shipitied  his 
soul  came  of  his  entrance  upon  an  unwonted 
and  unknown  experience.  Many  hitter  cups 
had  pressed  his  lips,  but  this  one  never  be- 
fore. 

2.  'Ttltir'appalling  surprise  filled  bis  soul 
with  overwhelming  anguish.  An  agony  "f 
death.  This  terrible  agony  is  not  physical 
but  spiritual.  It  is  not  his  body  but,  his  soul 
that  is  now  convulsed  with  indescribable 
and  overwhelming  torture.  The  word  de- 
scriptive of  his  horrible  experience  is  strong 
and  sharp.  The  terrible  import  of  the  word 
can  only  he  appreciated,  when  studied  in 
the  light  of  his  own  language,  and  the  de- 
meanor of  his  physical  frame.  ‘‘My  soul  is 
exceeding  sorrowful,  even  unto  death.” 
“My  agony  is  such  as  110  human  life  can 
endure.  It  is  killing  me.”  These  words 
followed  by  his  withdrawal  from  his  chosen 
three,  his  bowing  form  and  then  his  falling 
prostrate  upon  his  face  under  the  perilous 
burden,  which  flung  him  time  and  again 
prone  to  the  earth  with  the  “strong  crying 
and  tears”  with  which  he  offered  up  h's 
thrice  repeated  prayer,  all  serve  and  convey 
some  idea  of  that  awful  agony  which  was 
rending  his  soul. 

1 he  source  of  this  appalling  paroxism  of 
suffering  is  left  largely  to  conjecture  and 
inference.  A% this  question  will  seem  again 
in  the  course  of  this  discussion  wi^  pass 
over  it  for  the  time.  . 

3.  The  State  of  his  soul  was  one  also  «•? 
clouded  vision.  That  the  cup  was  pressing, 
hard  his  lips  with  all  its  hitter  contents,  now 
serins  to  till  the  circuit  of  his  vision.  Wheth- 
er the  contents  of  that  cup  he  must  drink 
he  does  not  seem  to  know.  But  mindful  of 
the  infinite  plenitude  of  the  Father’s  power, 
and  the  possibilities  of  that  will,  which  hn>! 
Iieen  the  law  of  his  being  he  prays  that  the 
enp  might  pass,  if  possible.  Without  enter- 
taining for  one  moment  a Viggestion  of  an 
infraction  of  that  will  whose  infinite  depth* 
he  did  not  know,  he  prayed,  that  out  of  tin* 
unlimited  resources  of  the  Father's  wi  I 
there  might  emerge  some  provision,  which 
would  shield  him  from  an  awful  and  tor- 
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luring  experience  which  was  pressing  down 
his  soul  to  death,  With  a jierfect  resigna- 
tion. he  pauses  for  a disclosure  of  the 
Father's  will,  in  spite  of  the  impulsive  de- 
sire to  be  rescued  from  the  unutterable  an- 
guish of  spirit  which  was  ending  his  life,  lie 
closed  his  supplication  not  my  will  hut  thy 
will  he  dqne. 

Here  we  are  moving  in  the  realm  of  mys- 
tery, and  our  speculations  eount  for  very 
little,  and  any  seeming  disparagement  of  ^b** 
Divine  Knnship  of  Jesus  Christ  meets  with 
prompt  and  vigorous  resentment.  The  limi- 
tations set  about  bis  knowledge  he  himself 
expressly  avows  on  one  occasion  and  that 
too  with  regard  to  one  of  the  vital  issues  in- 
volved in  the  plan  of  redemption  which  he 
came  to  inaugurate  am)  carry  to  completion. 
On  another,  he  asked  “Who  touched  me! 
Again,  he  asked  the  father  of  a demoniac 
hoy,  “How  long  since  this  came  upon  hini.” 
Again  he  asked,  where  Lazarus  had  l*een 
laid.  We  must  Dave  spare  in  any  theory 
we  may  hold  of  dz-sus'  siulessness  and  his 
unbroken  fellowship  with  the  Father  suffi- 
ciently ample,  for  an  absence  of  knowledge 
about  much  that  came  into  his  life.  So  here 
in  the  very  crisis  of  his  earthly  activity  he 
seems  to  be  ignorant  of  the  Father's  Will, 
and  is  abiding  its  disclosure  amid  the  most 
agonizing  condition  of  soul  through  which 
he  ever  pasaed.  The  old  expedient  which 
has  been  held  by  those  who  were  concerned 
to  preserve  the  omniscience  of  Christ  in  the 
•-  days  of  his  fiesh.  namely  that  as  a man  Jesus 
did  not  know,  hut  as  (Soil  lie  did.  has  lacen 
abandoned.  The  absurdity  of  such  a theory 
appear*,  when  one  cornea  to  harmonize  it 
with  the  personality  of  Christ.  He  was  one 
person  with  two  natures  and  not  two  per- 
sonalities. one  divine,  the  other  human,  Until 
a dual  cognition,  with  double  sensibilities, 
and  a two-fold  consciousness,  and  volitions 
to  eorrehjxmd.  , 

To  s|>cak  of  Jesus  as  knowing  all  things 
involved  in  the  Father's  will,  and  possessed 
of  all  knowledge  past,  present  and  fiitjure,  1 
but  from  his  own  choice  of  method,  he  spoke  ' 
and  adopted  such  means  as  to  make  the  im- 
pression that  he  did  not  know,  is  to  charge  I 
him  with  insincerity  and  hypocrisy.  Better  1 
accept  the  Christ  of  the  New  Testament,  than  1 
to  undertake  to  make  one  of  our  own.  He 
was  the  Won!  become  flesh,  which  placed  * 
him  under  human  conditions  not  only  in  11 
the  form  of  a man,  hut  he  was  formed  in  the  * 
fashion  (>f  a human.  Was  man.  His  state  ' 
of  soul  under  the  awful  stress  of  this  hrtur  h 
is  one  of  insufficiency.  He  is  now  helpless 
to  deliveh  himself  from  the  terrible  peril  into  h 
which  he  has  come.  He  now  lies  prone  11 
upon  the  ground,  who  once  sent  from  his  0 
presence  the  spirits  of  darkness  “in  howl-  « 
in  terror.”  That  voice  that  eommandisl 
the  winds  and  the  waves  into  silence  is  now  Ml 
heard  in  broken,  and  agonizing  cries,  nud 
tears.  And  that  soul,  who  had  called  back 
from  the  empire  of  death  a Lazarus,  is  now  Kl 
lying  near  to  the  gate*  of  that  awful  realm, 
and  that  form  that  glowed  with  an  inde-  I" 
acrihalile  splendor  of  heavenly  glory  upon  11 1 
the  mount  now  lies  upon  the  face  bathed  in 
bloody  sweat,  about  hint  seem  to  lie  the  spir- 
its  of  gt>od  am]  evil,  engaged  in  mighty  but 
silent  contest  for  the  victory.  He  is  help-  *' 
less  to  turn  the  tide  of  that  struggle  the  r| 
decision  of  which  is  hidden  in  the  scen  t ,h 
purjMsei  of  the  Father.  As  the  dark  flood 
rolls  over  him.  and  the  pangs  of  death  seize  r'' 
him.  and  the  very  foundations  of  his  being 
are  swept  around  by  the  merciless  tides  01 
the  abyss  of  despair,  his  only  help  i«  jn  the  ,h 
Father  to  whom  he  bows  in  humble  resigns-  wi 
tion.  in  spite  of  all  hia  impulsive  desire  to 
be  delivered  from  the  thraldom  of  an  hour 


1 through  which  he  is  now  called  to  pass. 

• The  heavenly  messenger,  descending  upon 
’ that  dark  scene,  does  not  appear  to  mitigate 

• his  sufferings,  nor  to  deliver  him  frqm  the 
horrors  of  that  awful  conflict,  but  io 

‘ ' strengthen  him  that  he  may  endure  unto 
the  end.  As  Ins  wasted  energies  are  renewed 
by  the  celestial  messenger  he  prays  the  more 
earnestly,  repeating  the  >1111111'  words.  Wh.it 
assurance  may  have  come  t 1 him  from  the 
Father  in  the  sequel  of  his  supplication  we 
are  not  told,  but  he  has  been  heard  because 
of  his  godly  fear,  I'oniposure  of  soul  now 
conies  over  him.  as  he  returns  to  hi*  sleeping 
disciples  saying  it  is  enough,  take  your  rest. 
The  tranquility  which  now  murks  his  words 
and  conduct,  is  thd  seal  of  victory!  which  hj* 
has  won  in  a struggle  solitary  and  alone. 
The  issue  is  determined,  his  soul  has  been 
deliWnsl.  the  will  of  the  Father  has  Ih-cii 
kept  inviolate  and  he  comes  out  of  the  strug- 
gle in  triumph  over  all  the  | tower*  which 
threatened  to  overwhelm  him.

phis. The  Colletfe  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
tfisins.  amotitf  whose  owners  and  directors 
arc  some  prominent  Baptists,  made  to  us  a 
splendid  offer  which  you  will  find  in  the 
resolutions  adopted  by  the  Mississippi  Bap- 
tist Convention. 

( onneeted  with  this  Colletfe  of  Physicians 
and  Snrtfcoris  are  about  50  splendid  doctors. 
A niunlx-r  of  them  are  amotitf  the  very  finest 
physicians  and  surtfeons  in  thp  South.  Now, 
of  course,  nobody  has  ever  supposed  that 
these  men  saw  no  advantage  to  themselves 
in  it.  Any  town  or  any  set  of  men  that 
Would  make  any  offer  for  the  location  of- 
siieh  an  institution  would  of  course  exp-ot 
to  n-ap  liencfit.  It  is  not  true,  however,  that 
these  men  are  simply  seekintf  clinical  and 
dissectiritf  material.  It  is  not  true  that  they 
elaim  the  privijetfc  of  dissectintf  at  all.  That 
was  clearly  brought  out  in  our  Convention 
and  definitely  understood.  What  they  jiar- 
tieularly  want  is  a first  class  sanitorium,  con- 
veniently liK-atisl  where  they  can  be  assured 
of  haviiitf  a suitable  and  satisfactory  place 
to  have  their  pay  patients  eared  for.  They 
are  physicians  with  large  practice  ami  many 
patients,  and  they  want  a suitable  place  to 
have  them  nursed.  While  that  is  an  advan- 
tage to  them  it  will  he  a still  greater  ad- 
vantage to  us.  It  will  enable  us  to  make  the 
institution  self-supporting  from  the  start 
heeause  these  50  physieians  ami  surgeons 
have  large  patronage  and  they  propose  to 
turn  it  to  us  as  soon  as  we  are  ready  t> 
receive  it.  All  these  questions  were  defi- 
nitely brought  out.  Of  course  l)r.  Haralson 
did  not  know  this  ihuI  was  making  his  pro- 
test partly  under  a niiseoneeption  of  the 
faets  in  the  ease. 

But  I was  going  on  to  say  that  a number 
of  us  went  to  Memphis  and  canvassed  the 
matter  thoroughly  months  ago.  We  knew 
that  there  was  a general  feeling  that  we 
\*i  re  not  ready  for  a Mississippi  sanitorium,. 
that  we  could  not  make  a success  of  it  at 
this  time,  that  it  wond  not  he  self-support  - 
ing.  This  was  the  situation  and  we  had  no 
encouragement  from  any  town  or  city  to 
lead  us  to  think  otherwise. 

h therefre,  published  a full  statement  in 
the  Record  and  declared  myself  in  favor  of 
the  Memphis  proposition.  I stated  then  and 
the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Convention 
stated  later  that  this  was  not  to  take  the 
place  of  a Mississippi  sanitorium  but  only 
to  prepare  the  way  for  it,  that  We  hoped 
some  day  to  have  not  one  only  but  many 
in  Mississippi. 

Now  our  Convention  did  not  pledge  $50,- 
000.  It  endorsed  the  movement,  and  urged 
our  people  to  give  not  less  than  $50,000  to- 
ward it.  There  was  no  pledge,  but  simply 
an  endorsement  and  an  urgent  appeal.  Nine 
trustees  were  appointed  to  represent  Missis- 
sippi. These  trustees  were  left  to  arrange 
details  and  provide  arrangements  for  the 
raising  of  the  money.  The  institution  will 
Is*  built.  Mississippi’s  part  of  the  money 
will  be  raised.  Thousands  and  thousands  of 
our  peope  will  give  nothing  as  is  true  in  all 
our  benevolent  enterprises.  Some  will  find 
objections  as  would  have  been  true  if  we  had 
started  a Mississippi  Sanitorium,  but  we  will 
succeed.  loiter  we  Will  succeed  in  estab- 
lishing a Mississippi  sanitorium.  The  men 
Who  are  doing  the  hardest  work  and  the 
most  %*lf-saerifieing  giving  in  this  enter- 
prise will  be  just  as  ready  to  work  and  give 
when  our  Baptist  people  decide  to  establish 
a sanitorium  in  Mississippi.  Why  not  unite 
in  the  enterprise  which  we  have  now  under- 
taken and  then  later  when  the  time  comes 
unite  again  on  the  other.  To  defeat  this 
would  not  help  that.  To  stir  up  prejudice 
against  this  will  hurt  the  other. 


I)r.  Haralson  asks  what  benefit  a hospital 
in  Memphis  would  he  to  the  poor  Baptists 
in  soulh,  east  and  middle  mississippi.  We 
might  just  as  well  ask  what  would  one  in 
Jackson  be  worth  to  those  in  distant  parts 
of  Mississippi.  Memphis  is  just  about  as 
easy  of  access  to  a majority  of  Mississip- 
pians  as  Jackson.  You  can  reach  Memphis 
without  change  of  cars  from  any  Missis- 
sippi station  on  the  Y.  & M_  V.,  the  I.  C..thc 
Memphis  & Charleston  or  the  Frisco.  You 
can  reach  Memphis  with  only  one  change  of 
cars  from  any  Mississippi  station  on  the  I,. 
& N.,  0.  & S I,  M..  J.  & K.  C.,  ML  & 0 . 
or  from  almost  any  branch  line  of  almost 
any  road,  I am  confident  that  more  Mis-- 
sissippians  can  reach  Memphis  quickly  and 
easily  than  can  reach  Jackson  in  the  same 
way.  Of  course,  the  only  way  we  can  ever 
put  a sanitorium  in  reach  of  all  our  people 
will  be  to  put  one  in  every  prominent  town 
in  the  State.  Even  this  will  come  and  linppy 
is  the  man  who  is  permitted  to  live  to  see  it. 
We  are  making  a beginning  now  and  that 
will  he  the  glorious  end  of  the  present  be- 
ginning. It  is  truly  a great  work  that  we 
are  beginning.  1 am  pained  that  my  beloved 
friend  is  raising  bis  hand  against  it. 

While  there  is  not  a location  in  Missis- 
sippi tiiat  is  convenient  of  access  to  a larger 
number  of  Mississippians  than  is  the  city 
of  Memphis  yet  we  are  not  working  for 
Mississippi  alone.  We  arc  working  for  the 
cause  of  Christ. 

Dr.  Haralson  says  that  Tennessee  does  not 
need  an  institution  of  this  kind.  Now,  there 
is  not  a Protestant  hospital  or  sanitorium  in 
all  west  Tennessee,  if  there  is  one  anywhere 
in  the  State,  and  there  is  not  one  in  Missis- 
sippi or  Arkansas.  In  Mississippi  we  have  .1 
number  of  private  sanitoriums  run  by  phy- 
sicians and  others.  They  have  a number  of 
these  in  Memphis.  But  in  these  3 great 
States  our  Protestant  denominations  are 
leaving  this  great  work  to  the  Catholics. 
The  Presbyterian  Home  Hospital  in  Memphis 
is  not  a Presbyterian  institution.  It  is  not 
a benevolent  institution.  It  belongs  to  pri- 
vate individuals  who  bought  the  old  Presby- 
terian Home  for  the  purpose  and  hence 
gave  it  a name  which  has  misled  many.  The 
only  hospital  run  by  a religious  denomina- 
tion in  Memphis  is  run  by  the  Catholics.  It 
is  a great  one.  I understand  it  cost  over 
$300,000.  Surely  the  people  of  Memphis 
and  of  these  great  States  do  sadly  need  to 
know  that  the  Baptists  feel  as  much  interest 
in  suffering  humanity  as  the  Catholics.  We 
do. need  the  institution.  It  will  be  a blessing 
to  ninny  people  in  all  3 of  the  States  and 
will  exert  a benign  and  helpful  influence 
among  the  people.  Bet  not  the  Catholics 
take  our  crown. 

Finally,  the  wise  committee  of  noble 
brethren  (I  was  not  a member  of  it)  appoint- 
ed at  Vicksburg  canvassed  the  situation  for  * 
one  year  and  then  reported  back  to  the 
Convention  at  llazlehurst  that  in  their  opin- 
ion the  time  had  not  come  to  undertake  the 
establishment  of  a Mississippi  Baptist  sani- 
torinm.  The  Convention  unanimously  adopt- 
ed their  report.  This  left  ns  without  any 
plan  for  the  establishment  of  any  sani- 
torium.  It  was  at  this  juncture  and  in  view 
of  this  unanimous  decision  that  I offered 
the  resolution  proponing  that  we  unite  with 
the  Baptists  of  Tennessee  and  Arkansas  in 
the  establishment  of  the  great  tri-state  Bap- 
tist sanitorium  in  Memphis.  My  resolution 
was  referred  to  a special  eommittee.  I my- 
self with  a number  of  others  had  already 
been  to  Memphis  at  our  own  expense  to  in- 
vestigate the  situation  there.  We  had  fore- 
seen that  the  Convention  when  it  met  would 
probably  decide  not  to  "undertake  a Missis- 
sippi sanitorium  at  this  time.  We  had  cou- 
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feeing*  of  our  fellow  men,  and  treing  firmly 
convinced  that  aiich  work  would  greatly 
increase  our  iufiuciicc  as  a pople.  and  kuow< 
ing  that  $75.00.)  is  not  Miifiicictil  to  build 
what  we  ought  to  have,  wc.  therefore,  recom- 
mend. 

First,  that  this  Convention  heartily  en 
dorse  this  great  movement. 

Second,  that  wc  ns  a Convention  urge  our 
|M-ople  to  lay  down  on  Christ’s  altar  for  this 
great  work  within. the  next  2 years  not  less 
than  $50,000. 

Third,  that  this  Convention  elect  9 trttw- 
tees  to  represent  the  Baptists  of  Mississippi 
in  the  building  and  management  of  Bos  in- 
stitution, the  time  of  3 of  them  to  expire  m 
one  year,  3 in  two  years  and  3 in  3 years. 
Their  places  to  1m-  tilled  by  this  Convonlioii 
from  year  to  year  ns  their  time  expir«-s. 

Fourth,  We  recommend  that  it  Is1  defi- 
nitely agreed  by  this  Convention  that  this 
undertaking  shall  not  be  understood  »* 
finally  taking  the  place  of  a Mississippi  «»'>- 
itnrium  but  rather  as  paving  the  way  tor  it. 
Wc  hope  that  in  the  early  future  there  will 
not  be  one  only,  but  many  Baptist  sans 
toriums  in  our  own  StnO\  and  it  will  In?  »o 
if  wc  as  a people  see  and  appreciate  -nr
